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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment

objection to the specification in paragraph 2(a) - 2(h) of the Office Action mailed January 
31 , 2007 by either traversing the objection or identifying where the respective limitations 
are described in the detailed description. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above- 
mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within 
which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
